Mr, Coote, member for MacLeod, has given 
notice at Ottawa of a bill to permit provinces 
and municipalities to issue scrip. Parliament 
quit business on Wednesday for a six weeks’ 
recess, When it reassembles there will be 
plenty to keep it busy without working down 
to this belated addition to the order paper. 

Not that this would make any difference in 
the fate of the scrip bill. Parliament is about 
as likely to allow scrip as it is to pay off the 
national debt. To do either would not be 
“sound banking practice,” and would permit 
business to be done without interest being paid 
on the medium of exchange. 

Parliament as at present constituted thinks 
that would ruin the country. Believe it or not, 
this is a solemn fact. 


INTEREST MONEY WOULD PAY 
FOR RELIEF 


Unemployment relief cost the Dominion 
Government $43,000,000 during the year which 
ended with March. 

Since the Dominion cut down its contribu- 
tions last fall at the expense of the provinces 
and municipalities, the cost to each must have 
been greater than the federal expenditure. On 
that basis, the total outlay for the support of 
people in Canada who were unable to support 
themselves for lack of wage employment must 
have been somewhere between $125,000,000 and 
$150,000,000. 

Interest on the national debt is $137,000,000 
per year. If the debt were paid off, as it should 
be, by an issue of new legal tender money, the 
interest thus saved would pay the whole un- 
employment relief bill, national, provincial and 


municipals which relief money is now being 
borrowed and made an interest-bearing obliga- 
tion upon the coming generatior

Pain 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Pain is the word used to describe distress or 
suffering as felt by the patient; yet of itself, 
pain is not a disease, but merely a symptom. 
In judging how severe a pain is, we must rely 
upon the way the patient says it hurts since we 
have no way of measuring the amount of pain. 
There is considerable reason 
to believe that sensitiveness 
to pain varies in different in- 
dividuals: a stolid, phlematic 
individual will be able to bear 
a pain which is too much for 
a highly-strung nervous per- 
son. 

I believe that probably in 
the entire field of medicine 
the average patient is more 
interested in the relief of 
pain than in any other sub- 
ject. Once a noticeable pain develops, all the 
patient can think of is what to do for it. I 
know that if the doctor asks the patient, “What 
made you come to the office?” the patient in- 
variably describes a pain. Most pains have the 
disagreeable habit of appearing in the middle 
of the night when it is hard to get help and 
many a well-developed pain occurring at two 
in the morning has sent the patient to the doc- 
tor as soon as possible, 

In talking the case over with the patient 
and asking him, “What do you want to have 
relieved first?” the patient will nearly always 
put a pain at the head of the list. I note that 
many of the printed forms supplied to clinics 
and hospitals for the patient to fill out allow a 
space where he can write down his chief com- 
plaint, which in ninety cases out of a hundred, 
is a pain. If a painful sensation drives the 
patient to undertake a treatment to remove it, 
it must certainly be considered useful. 


To tell the patient not to pay so much atten- 
tion to his pains and aches is a waste of time 
for what he wants is relief. As long as the pain 
is present the patient has to give it his atten- 
tion. Moreover, continued attention will in- 
crease the pain. A severe pain also induces a 
worry which the patient finds it hard to throw 
off because he becomes anxious to know how 
long the pain will last and fears that it will 
grow worse. 

The sensation known as pain varies con- 
siderably and may be nothing more than a slight 
twinge or may become a severe cramp. The 
layman usually uses the term pain and ache 
synonymous!y, The patient may call the pain: 
darting, boring, shooting, stinging, burning, 
knife-like, constant, sharp or cramping. Usually 
a muscular tension or tightness of the muscles 
also exists along with the pain. Stiffness, lim- 
itation of movement or swelling or redness may 
also accompany pain. By a reflex pain we refer 
to a pain which does not affect the organ in- 
volved but appears in some other part. Once 
in a while the patient describes a wandering 
pain which involves different parts of the body 
at different times, shifting about from spot to 
spot. 

The only successful treatment for a pain is 
one which removes the cause. Some of the 
measures which may be of value in providing 
temporary relief are: 1—the use of heat; 2~ 
massage or rubbing; 3—rest of the affected area. 


I do not advise that my readers attempt to 
diagnose their own cases from any pains 
present, however, I have prepared some gen- 
eral artigles dealing with pain as a symptom 
which you may find of interest.
